Shanghai, Nov. 3.—Without any 


resistance the i-ebel forces today oc- 
cupied the native quarter of the city 
of Shanghai. 


All the foreign concessions are un- 


der heavy guard as it is feared des- 
perate fighting in the streets between 
rebels and imperialists may start at 
any moment. Following the capture 
of the city the rebels formally noti- 
1'ied the foreign consuls here of the 
establishment o'f » .provisional re- 
public. 
A i'ew shots were fired by 


the imperial troops at the arsenal in 
defense of the city but none took ef- 
fect. 


Several foreign warships are land- 


ing marines to protect foreigners. The 
revolutionists are expected to seize 
the river fronts above Shanghai to- 
night and Nankin and Clung Kiang 
tomorrow. 


Peking, Nov. 3—The Imperial troops

The highest priced residence con- 


structed during this period is one of 
brick on Granville street, while the 
lowest priced home built during the 
same time was a frame dwelling to 
cost ?500, to be built on Brennau 
street. It was a five-room structure. 


The West End 
and the 
North 


West End were the popular parts of 
town for new structures. 
Most of 


the building permits were for build- 
ings in these parts of town. 


Numer-ous new porches and addi- 


tions "were built during 
the year. 


Many of the permits were issued for 
this purpose, and 'the majority of the 
grand total was for additions, repairs 
or new porches. 


During the year "the American Bot- 


tle Company has taken out two per- 
mits for additions to its factory in 
the North End. The Newark Furni- 
ture Company built an addition dur- 
ing the year, and several structures 
were erected 
for 
small manufac- 


turing businesses. 
Two dyeing and cleaning establish- 


ments were forced to build -structures 
further from the center of 'the city 
to accommodate their cleaning estab- 
lishments, to comply with the city or- 
dinance which banished 
them from 


the fire zone in the central part of 
town. 
Baugher & McGruder took out the 


greatest number of permits 
during 


the year, three being issued to them 
for dwellings on Dewey avenue. 


There are, no 
doubt, many im- 


provements -nhich were made during 
the vear for which no permit 
was 


taken out at the office of the director 
of service. Perhaps there are 
some 


new structures 
which were put up 


for which no permit was issued. 


The law requires a permit for the 


erection of any building or improve- 
ment xo any building -which will cost 
S100 or more. Many times applica- 
tion is made for a permit, but when 
the value is asked it is found that the 
estimated cost is less than §100, then 
no permit is issued. 


The department requires a fee of 


$1.50 
for 
issuing 'the permit, 
re- 


gardless of the value of the building 


The months of May and June seem 


to be the popular months to start 
the new work. 
There 
were 
more 


permits issued in June than in any 
month in the year. Beginning with 
last November, the number of per- 
mits issued monthly were as follows: 
November, 12; 
December, 2; Janu- 


ary, 1; 
February, 5; 
March, 
11; 


April, 13; May, 22; June, 19; July 
16; August, S; September, 14; Octo- 
ber, 10. 
The popular dwelling for NewarK 


builders seems to be that of five or 
six rooms. There were more permits 
issued for dwellings of this size than 
were issued for all other new build- 
ings combined. 
There were very few concrete 
or 


brick houses constructed during this 
period. Most of the dwellings were 
frame structures and the use of con- 
crete has been largely confined to 
factory buildings or store rooms. 


The frame porch is also more pop- 


ular than those of concrete, though 
there were several of this sort built 
during the year. 
\n interesting set of figures that 


would go well with the foregoing sta- 
tistics would be the 
number of 


square >ards of 
concrete sidewalk 


put down during the year. There is 
no record of this work kept in any 
of the city offices. 
The only way the city takes cogni- 


zance of such an 
improvement 
is 


when the property owner asks for a 
grade for his new walk. This is fur- 
nished by 'the city engineer, but otten 
it is months before the grade thub 
provided is used and the wallc put 
down.

improvement in this regard during 
the past year.

no one at the city building
